School Diversity Task Group 

Barbara Boltz reported that the group met last week and had a long meeting including discussion of the program Today’s 
Students/Tomorrow’s Teachers out of New York State. The mission of the program is to recruit, mentor, and place economically- 
challenged and culturally-diverse high school students through college to employment as teachers and leaders who will inspire and 
strengthen their communities. Lexington and Andover have signed letters of intent to participate but money has to be forward for 
participation in the program.

Other Business
